an investigation with the result that il

might have been the case had the ad- 
vent been ten or more years previous. 


It seems in the history of the past 


that the advent of the labor saving 
devices, such as sewing machine, shoe 
machines, typesetting machines, cot- 
ion gins. !X)Uie blowing machines etc., 
that an unseen 
power 
appeared to 


adapt to the fitness of things. 


Again, it is apparent that one of the 


reason? for the lack of panicky feel- 
ing, ar a disturbed or 
discontented 


feeling among those that might possi- 
bly be effected, is that the Ohio Bot- 
tle company has control of the selling 
of the bottles monufactured 
by this 


machine, for not only is the firm recog- 


/nized for its conservatism, but also 


from the fact that it has and intends to

charities. She alone knows how much 
further she must retrench. 


The most peculiar feature

case, however, is not what Miss Gould 
lias given to 
the 
American people, 


but what the American people have 
given to her. 
It is a common thing 


nowadays to hear of millionaires mak- 
ing gilts to the people. But one sel- 
dom hears of the people making pres- 
ents to millionaires. 
Yet they have 


given all kinds of things 
to 
Helen 


Gould. 
Congress gave 
her 
a 
gold 


medal. The city council of New York 
passed resolutions of thanks to her. 
The legislatures 
of 
four 
different 


states did the same thing. The crew 
of 
the 
United States 
steamship 


Raleigh gave her throe 
JIags. 
The 


fire commissioner of New York gave 
to her the official gold badge of the 
fire department, passing her through 
the lines of any\fire in New York city. 
General Joe Wheeler gave to her a 
scrapbook 
containing 
1,000 articles 


printed about her work in the Span- 
ish war. The University of New York 
gave to her the degree of doctor of 
Ictiers. The fire laddies of New York 
'lie men who fight

the treasury of the Women's War Re-

association,

about it. 
She took hold of the busi- 


ness end of that association when it 
had reached proportions that stag- 
gered the women who organized 
it.
